— The federal

decreased in September for the 
second successive month, a Senate- 
House committee reported today. 
The 7 3 g overnment ag encies had 
2,57 1,527 workers in September, a 
drop of 18,566 as compared with 
Aug ust. Prior to Aug ust, federal’ 
employment 
had 
been 
climbing 
rapidly since the start of the Ko­ 
rean War in June, 1950. 
Althoug h the September, 1952. job 
total fell off from the previous 
month it still represented an in­ 
crease of 7 6,008 as compared with 
September a year ag o, when the 
federal 
payroll 
totaled 
2,495,519 
persons. 
The Joint Cong ressional Commit­ 
tee on Reduction of Nonessential 
Federal Expenditures said season­ 
al factors as well as cutbacks in 
m ilitary defense jobs broug ht atx>uti 
the September decrease this year. 
The principal reduction came in 
the 
Defense, 
Ag riculture. 
Com-j 
merce. Interior and Justice De­ 
partm ents and the Economic Sta­ 
bilization Ag ency.The cutbacks in 
the Ag riculture and Interior De­ 
partm ents chiefly involved season­ 
al employes of the forest and park 
services.

His last major speech, before the 
voting beg ins, is scheduled to be 
delivered in Boston Monday nig ht.

THE PEOPLE’S GOVERNOR

The voters of Ohio should re-elect Frank J. Lausche to an unprecedented 
fourth term as governor because he has been, to a degree seldom equaled and 
never surpassed, the people’s governor. 


Frank Lausche has been a governor who refused to subordinate the people’* 
interests to a political party’s interest. 


He has never been cowed by pressure groups. 


He has never succumbed to those seeking special privilege. Nor has he 
yielded to those advocating measures he considered financially imprudent. 


Frank Lausche has conducted a progressive, steadily more constructive, and 
yet fiscally sound state administration. 


He has steadfastly and courageously governed by the test: Is this in the best 
interests of all the people of Ohio? 
His refusal to govern by expedience has confused his critics and confounded 
his enemies. They have tried to depict him to the people of Ohio, with singular 
lack of success, as confused in policy, when it is only their own confusion over 
his political unorthodoxy that they ar* reflecting. 
. The people of Ohio should hang onto a governor like Lausche. They know 
they can trust him to keep on being the governor of the people of Ohio, not of 
any political or economic segment of the citizenry. 
Let the critics who are bewildered by Lausche’s political heterodoxy say 
what they may, the fact remains that Lausche’s administration ha* been on# 
of solid accomplishment. And the people know it is a fact. 
They know it was Lausche who was responsible for seeing through to its 
completion, over obstacles Imposed by persons both within and without his 
own party, the objective, authoritative engineering and financial studies that 
have become the basis for the program of highway improvement that the gover­ 
nor has taken leadership in espousing. 
The people know that, standing against the high-pressure lobby of the com­ 
mercial trucking interests, Lausche has militantly advocated that the truck* 
pay their fair share of the cost of building and maintaining the trucks right of 
way—the public roads. 
They know, too, that he has stood against strong forces seeking more and 
more money for special projects and functions in which they are interested, and 
has held the line against increases in taxation falling upon the people gener­ 
ally, because he understood that their total tax burden was almost insupport­ 
able as it was. 
The people know that Lausche, while he was anything but subservient to 
the teachers’ lobby, exerted important influence in bolstering the finances of 
Ohio’s public schools in their time of swollen enrollments and constantly 
swelling costs. Let’s look back over the record on this score: 


On the basis of his service as a racket-detesting jurist and then as mayor of 
Cleveland, Lausche was first elected governor in 1944; he was defeated in 1946, 
but elected again in 1948, and re-elected in 1950. In the period since he first be­ 
came governor teachers’ salaries in Ohio have risen from an average of $1,861 
to* better than $3,400 a year. In the same period the state’s appropriation of aid 
to the public schools has soared from $105,000,000 for a biennium to $220,410,000 
for the two-year budgetary period to end next June 30. Lausche has, however, 
in the interests of the people of Ohio, opposed exorbitant demands by the 
school lobby that would have entailed higher taxation, diminished local respon­ 
sibility for the schools, and been financially harmful to other political subdivi­ 
sions and the branches of the state government. 
When Lausche became governor he inherited a dismally unprogressive 
policy in the field of mental health, consisting of trying, unsuccessfully, to build 
enough hospitals for the incarceration and superficial treatment of persons in 
advanced stages of mental diseases, and of doing nothing to prevent those dis­ 
eases or treat them in their early stages. 


Lausche has carried the state a long way, particularly in the last couple of 
years of his adminstration, toward casting off that policy. The capacity of men­ 
tal hospitals has been increased from 27.300 to 35,500 since 1944; but more im­ 
portantly, the Lausche administration has increased the personnel of those in­ 
stitutions to a ratio of one employee for each 4.8 patients, from a 1944 ratio of 
one to 9.7 patients. Thirty-eight million dollars have been invested in new struc­ 
tures for mental hygiene since Lausche became governor and the creation of a 
chain of mental health clinics has been begun. 


The people of Ohio know Lausche as a sincere, implacable and effective foe 
of commercialized gambling and big time racketeering. They know that the 
lawless and corrupt cannot dominate either state or local government so long 
as he is governor. 


They know Lausche’s imperfections, too, his tendency to vaccilate while he 
decides what is in the best interests of the people of Ohio. But they know that 
those imperfections are but part of the temperament of an extraordinary con­ 
scientious man with a genuine devotion to public service. He is the kind of 
governor who clearly deserves his page in Ohio’s political history by being re­ 
elected to a fourth term.

Dèar Old Electo ral Co llege 
One outcom e of the 1952 presidential election 
would revive all the original enthusiasm of the 
reform ers who still hope to modernize the 
electoral college. 
That would be 
a close popular vote for the 
two presidential candidates, with one of them 
sweeping the electoral college. This happened 
in 1936, when Alfred M. Landon was given 
alm ost 40 per cent of the popular vote yet 
received only 2 per cent of the electoral votes. 
The electoral college reform ers have taken 
a long, critical look at the arrangem ent which 
m akes such a thing possible. They have pro­ 
posed (the Lodge-Gossett proposal to am end 
the Constitution) that electoral votes be dis­ 
tributed in proportion to popular votes. 
Thus, in a southern state this year if Eisen­ 
hower received, say, 35 per cent of the popular 
vote, he would receive approx im ately a third 
of the state’s electoral votes under the Lodge- 
Gossett am endm ent. As it is now, the loser 
receives nothing. 
In Ohio, the state’s entire electoral vote—25— 
w ent to H arry Trum an in 1948, though his 
m ajority over Dewey was a scant 7,000 popular 
votes. Those surplus popular votes, in turn, 
were m ade possible by the Dem ocratic machine 
of Cuyahoga County, which had the responsi­ 
bility for piling up enough votes to cancel the 
sentim ent of Ohio as a whole. 
An electoral college landslide in either di­ 
rection this year, if it occurs in connection with 
a close popular vote, will revive Interest in 
the Lodge-Gossett proposal. It was approved 
by 64 to 27 in the Senate in 1950, then rejected 
in the House.

Dear Old Electoral College 
One outcom e of the 1952 presidential election 
would revive all the original enthusiasm of the 
reform er* who still hope to m odernize the 
electoral college. 
T hat would be a close popular vote for the 
two presidential candidates, with one of them 
sw eeping the electoral college. This happened 
in 1936, when Alfred M. Landon was given 
alm ost 40 per cent of the popular vote yet 
received only 2 p er cent of the electoral votes. 
The electoral college reform ers have taken 
a long, critical look a t the arrangem ent which 
m akes such a thing possible. They have pro­ 
posed (the Lodge-Gossett proposal to am end 
the Constitution) th at electoral votes be dis­ 
tributed in proportion to popular votes. 
Thus, in a southern state this y ear if E isen­ 
how er received, say, 35 per cent of the popular 
vote, he would receive approxim ately a third 
of the sta te ’s electoral votes under the Lodge- 
G ossett am endm ent. As it is now, the loser 
receives nothing. 
In Ohio, the sta te ’s entire electoral vote—25— 
w ent to H arry T rum an in 1948, though his 
m a jo rity over Dewey was a scant 7.000 popular 
votes. Those surplus popular votes, in turn, 
w ere m ade possible by the D em ocratic m achine 
of Cuyahoga County, which had the responsi­ 
bility for piling up enough votes to cancel the 
sentim ent of Ohio as a whole. 
An electoral college landslide in either di­ 
rection this year, if it occurs in connection with 
a close popular vote, will revive Interest in 
the Lodge-Gossett proposal. It was approved 
by 64 to 27 in the Senate in 1950, then rejected 
in the House.

The governm erft’s tax income from this one 
corporation was 
only $66 
m illion, com pared 
with $295 m illion from U. S. Steel in the first 
nine m onths of 1951. 
Since all corporations and individuals pay 
federal taxes in ratio to 
earnings, anything 
which interferes with their earnings hurts the 
governm ent. Besides its losses from corporate 
incom e during the steel strike, the governm ent 
lost its share of the personal incom e which was 
not earned by the steel strikers and all other 
wage earner* deprived of income by the strike. 


The sam e tiling th at happens to 
everyone who visits M t. Vernon 
and Monticello happened to me 
when I was privileged to go visit­ 
ing in the hom e of a fam ily which 
has rebuilt a 130-year-old farm ­ 
house. 


I did som e serious pondering on 
tile subject of value in tangible 
objects. Is civilization going for­ 
w ard or backw ard, in relation to 
the 
creation 
of 
things 
w orth 
saving? 
The m ain p a rt of the original 
farm house was left intact in the 
rebuilding; it was as good or better 
than it could have been m ade had 
it been built new'. The rebuilding 
entailed rearrangem ents of p arti­ 
tions, doors and the addition of a 
wing for the autom obile age and 
a view’ room w’here a porch used 
to be. 
W hat em erged is a spacious and 
beautiful house with central heat­ 
ing instead of the original eight 
fireplaces, a library w here a kit­ 
chen used to be and four com forta­ 
ble bedroom s and two bathroom s 
w here form erly there w'as a barren 
second floor with nothing but four 
cubicles, without storage closets, 
plum bing, lights, or heat. 
The original brick walls m ade 
from bricks pressed and baked on 
the prem ises a 
century 
and 
a 
q u arter ago are good for another 
century. So are the wide oak floor i 
boards, the tongue-and-groove ceil­ 
ings, the white oak studding and 
the roof structure. Though som e 
of the original window’s had passed 
beyond repair, at least one of the ( 
sturdy doors of the olden days is 
still being banged back and forth 
by the new occupants—four child­ 
ren and their parents. 
A visitor cannot help but wonder 
w’hat is being built today w’hich be 
w'orth rebuilding in 2074—with all 1 
due respect to the functionalism | 
and attractiveness of m odern struc­ 
tures. But will they last? Are they 
w orth saving? 


Good houses like g^xxi furniture 
m ust be built to endure, or they 
will not be in existence long enough 
to get the benefit of long-range 
judgm ent. They will be like m od­ 
ern paintings which will fade out 
and flake off before there will 
have been tim e to gain historic 
perspective on their m erit. 
F rom a purely m aterialistic point 
of view, it m ay be all right to 
keep dem olishing the old and re ­ 
placing it with the new. From a 
m aterialistic point of view, it m ight 
m ake sense to speed up the tu rn ­ 
over am ong people and dem olish 
those who cannot justify the cost 
of their obsolescence. 
But there is m ore to it than 
m aterialism . 
Even 
the 
grossly 
m aterialistic R ussians understand 
the value of having roots in the 
past, which 
is 
why 
they 
keep 
Lenin’s rem ains on view in a tom b 
built for that purpose. And the 
m aterialistic A m ericans have tu rn ­ 
ed out to be a lush m arket for 
antique furniture, old farm houses, 
tours of Civil W ar battlefields and 
once-neglected 
books 
and 
docu­ 
m ents. 
As a civilization m atures, it quits 
throw ing aw ay things 
w'illy-nillv 
and begins to choose betw een the 
good and the bad. T here are build­ 
ings still in process of construction 
which w eren’t worth starting. And 
there are buildings in process of 
decay w’hich are worth rebuilding 
again 
and 
again 
because 
they 
represent tim eless value. They are 
Mt. 
V e r n o n , 
M onticello, 
old 
churches. Constitution Hall—and a 
130-year-old 
farmhouse 
now’ 
en­ 
livened by the shouting and the 
rom ping of a new* generation of 
children growing up with first-hand 
respect for 
their 
forebears 
w’ho 
built things worth saving.

The chief criticism m ade against

new’s article below’ says M r. T ru­ 
m an used the phrase, “ thoroughly 
dishonest.” 
Well, M cCarthy didn't say Ste- I 
venson 
w as

thoroughly disloyal. He intim ated 
th at some of Stevenson’s advisers 
w ere “pinks.” 
T h at’s fa r different from M r. , 
T ru m an ’s direct assault on Gen. 
Eisenhow er himself. 
The reason for such ch aracter 
assassination by the D em ocratic 
spokesm en is the knowledge th at I 
Gen. Eisenhow er is nationally pop­ 
ular. The 
D em ocratic 
m anagers 
think th a t, to win an election, it is

Thus, just as the W isconsin sen­ 
ator got the secret m inutes of the 
Loyalty Review Board on the Com­ 
m unist issue to m ake a point, so 
t h e 
D em ocratic 
adm inistration 
“ leaked” out a “ top secret” docu­ 
m ent of the proceedings of 
the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in order to 
m ake a political point and thereby 
attem pt to discredit Gen. Eisen­ 
hower, who was at the tim e a 
m em ber of the Joint Chiefs. 


The point, of course, h asn ’t been 
persuasive, because it turns out 
th at the secret decision in 1947 to 
w ithdraw A m erican troops 
from 
K orea—in which Gen. Eisenhow er 
concurred—was based on the be­ 
lief that the Russians would like­ 
wise withdraw’ their troops. 
Both sides finally did w ithdraw 
in 1950 at the request of the U. N., 
but the Com m unists failed to keep 
their prom ise to preserve the in­ 
tegrity of Korea.

1950. S ecretary Acheson publicly 
advertised the United S tates’ de­ 
cision not to defend Korea.

the tabloid new spaper issued by 
the D em ocratic N ational Com m it­ 
tee. It shows a 1932 picture of

try. 
F irst the governor said the pur­ 
pose of the trip m ight be to “ en­ 
large the w a r.” T h at’s a wild and 
reckless innuendo, especially com ­ 
ing from a so-called “ high m inded” 
candidate. Then later, the gover­ 
nor said the negotiations m ay have 
been delayed by Eisenhow er. 


Actually there has been a delay 
of m ore than a y ear while the 
truce talks have been going on and 
during that delay m ore than 6.000 
A m erican boys have been killed 
and m ore than 20.000 have been 
wounded. 
The responsibility for th at delay 
lies in the public announcem ent to 
the com m unist world — after M ac­ 
A rthur w’as dism issed—that t h e 
United States would appease and 
give up its previous purpose of 
chasing the aggressor out of Ko­ 
rea.

A school teacher from llaaaacimaetta stood ad 
the summit of Pikes Peak A seemingly end leas ae­ 
ries of plains and mountain ranges stretched cmt aa 
far as she could see. Pink, blue and white clouds 
floated leisurely around a thousand feet below. 
Katherine Lee Bates. LLD„ was overwhelmed 
She couldn’t say a word. On the trip from ber na­ 
tive state abe had stopped at Chicago’s World Fair 
and looked on in wonderment at the Columbian 
Expositions great “Alabaster City." Continuing 
through the Middle West, she saw, for the first tiro*. 
the vast plains of grain that stretched out to the 
horizon and beyond. Then came the awe inspiring 
view from Pike s Peak She bad read about n e b 
things. A graduate of Wellesly College, she had an 
excellent education, had taught in high schools be­ 
fore returning to her alma mater as a full profes­ 
sor. But never bad she realized that, between the 
two oceans, lay such marvels of God. 
Returning to her quarters at Colorado Springs 
that evening in 1893. Prof. Bates went directly lo 
her room. On the pages of a little notebook that 
she carried in her traveling bag. she wrote a poem 
about the wonders of America. Then she put the 
little book away. She spent the rest of the Summer 
teaching at Colorado Springs and. in the Fall, re­ 
turned to Wellesly and ber chair as protector of 
English literature. 
Two years later. Teacher Bates came aero* ber 
little notebook. Thumbing through the pages, she 
came upon the verses she had written after ber 
descent from Pike’s Peak Thinking that her poem 
might be an inspiration to others, she sent it to a 
Boston publisher. It was immediately printed and 
the ink was hardly dry before various composers 
were setting it to music. But a tune, written in 1882. 
by Samuel Ward seemed to best fit the sentiment

Morgan Escape, Fire 
Riot Brings To Mind Two 
Other Events At Ohio Pen

COLUMBUS. O OB—Two major 
events stand out in the history of 
jthe century-old Ohio Penitentiary 
—the 
unsolved 
escape 
of Gen. 
John J. Morgan in 1863 and a 
[spectacular Easter Monday fire in 
1930. 
Gen. Morgan, leader of Morgan’s 
j Raiders, was held in the prison 
following his capture by Union 
[troops. He escaped Nov. 28, 1863. 
*with 13 Confederate companions. 
The Easter Monday fire of 1930 
was set by rioting prisoners. It 
claimed the lives of 32 convicts. 
Many were trapped in their locked 
cells and died of suffocation. 
No one knows for certain how 
.Gen. Morgan escaped. 
John Rodebaugh, former clerk 
to the quarterm aster general sta­ 
tioned in Columbus in 1863, said 
Gen. 
Morgan’s escape was 
ar­ 
ranged 
by 
Secretary 
of 
War 
Stanton. 
Rodebaugh said Stanton feared 
Confederate reprisals against cap­ 
tive Union officers because Morgan 
was held in violation of rules of 
war that said military men could 
not be kept in nonmilitary prisons. 
In 1903, Col. “Dick” Morgan, 
brother of the general, said the 
latter escaped, with the help of 
fellow prisoners, through a hole 
dug to his cell. 
The Easter 
Monday 
disaster 


was caused by a small fire set by 
a handful of prisoners who sought 
to escape. At the time, 4.222 pris­ 
oners were crowded into cells built 
to house only 1.600. An Investiga­ 
tion later placed part of the blame 
for the high death toll on over­ 
crowded conditions. 
Eight hundred prisoners were 
locked In a new fireproof prison 
cell block. Ironically, the roof of 
the cellblock had a wooden roof 
covered with tarpaper. 
Wind fanned flames from the 
roof into upper tiers housing 300

Gambling Law 
Now Year Old 
And Failure 


Hasn't Brought In 
Much Revenue Nor 
Reduced Activities 


By FRANE O'BRIEN 
WASHINGTON US—Th# law that 
was to fore# most gambler* to pay 
h e a v y taxe* or put them out of 
bu*mes»—one year old today—ha* 
done neither in Its first year. 
Frank Loon. chief of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau'* intelligence divi­ 
sion. in an lntarview Bumming up 
a year's administration cf th* law 
said it ha* brought in only a frac­ 
tion of th# expected revenue, and 
ha* not m aterially reduced gam ­ 
bling.. 
Th# government eollected prob­ 
ably less than nine million dollars 
in taxes, compared with congres­ 
sional estim ates the take might be 
400 million 
And. Lohn said, instead of being 
forced out of business, gamblers 
“have Just 
gone 
underground ” 
However, he added th* law la a 
“deterrent to the gambling fratern­ 
ity “ 
Immediately after it went into 
effect he said there was a larga 
scale auspension of activity along 
with a dive underground. 
“ We know of places where gam ­ 
bling is still slowed up."

I of the underworld. 
2. High taxes, which m ade tax- 
paying citizens aensitive to reports 
that gam blers made big money but 
paid little or no taxes. 
Congress reacted with a double- 
barreled law. It required gam blers 
to buy a $50-a-year occupational 
tax stam p, and to pay an excise 
tax amounting to IO per cent of 
their gross take.
